administrative- cheeseparing. ‘ .The real 
reason is, I expect, thatthe Government 
would rather do nothing till the result of 
the deliberations of the Shanghsi Con-|' 
ference is know.

Tho Munchester Guardian in an editorial 
on this summary expresses sorrow thab 
the Commissioners minimise the evil of 
opium smoking.

more: impressed by the reasons given 
for not recommending prohibition. The 
chief of theso and the one which is decisive 
is that in the Straits Sottlemorts the whole 
Tavenue aystem of the Government has 
béen built up on opium. We can under- 
stand the apprehension with which the very 
thought of prohibitien is regarded. To 
the Government it means the necessity for 


|rocasting ite financial system, to business 


men new heavy taxation, and in not 
a few cases simultancously with the ruin 
of a profitable trade. It is obvious that 
the Straita Settlements are not free to 
consider jthe problom impartially, just as 
it is obvious that the problem must be 
settled. That the opium vice can be 
courageously ‘and successfully handlod is 
proved by ‘the action of the American 
gaveroament'in the Philippines, of the 
Japanese government, and of the Chinese 
government. Thesa governmonts have; 
been able to act because'théy have’ ‘been . 
tree. .The Government of the Straits 
Settlements must obtain equal freedom by | 
abandoning its almost complete reliance } 
on opiumforrevenue. It would, of course, 
be neither practicable non therefore dosir- 
able to attempt hasty and sweeping sup- 
pression. Reform must proceed yradually, | 
having regard to the ingrained. character 
of the vico and tho interests involved; but 
we spimot proceed with less carncatnoss 
or less vigour than the Chinese Govern- 
ment.. A term must be fixed to the 
trade, ‘and’ dus measures taken’ in the 
interveni ng ‘period for ita Bropreesive ox 
tinction.” 

That, I may nad, Tay bo taken to be 
the attitude‘of the ultra-moral section of 
our people, for the Manchester Guardian 
caters for that “class. Tho’ Westmtinster 
Gazette has-somewhat similar comments. 

Mr Wilson, onc of the secretaries of tho 
Society’ for the Suppression of the Opium 
Trade, commenting on the summary, which 
was the first ho had seen of the resulta og 
the Commission's Ixbours, said he could only 
conclude that the roport just maintains the 
position ocoupied by the defenders of the 


“ ltrade-when the last Commission. was ap- 
pointed to deal with thet Hindo-Chinese, 


trade in 1895. The findings of that com 
mittee have been absulutely. overthrown, 
Tho Government itself has gone back on 
tho majeurity report and legislated in 
conjunction with China for the suppress- 
ion of thd trade, which bas alvoye 
been considered-morally indefensible.
